ORDINANCES 
OF THE 
LokrvDs and Counons aſſembled 


in Parliament. 


FP Dereas by an O:der of Parliament, of the 
© fourth of Javuary, laſt, Jt was Oꝛdered 
that the Colonels, Captaines, and 
AWAX Licutenants of the Tratned Bands, oz 
others in the Cities ot London and 
Weſtminſter, and the Suburbs chereot, and the 
County ot Middleſex, might inflict the puniſhment ot 
two dapes Jmpuſonment without Bayle oz Main⸗ 
p2tze, oz the Mulct of five chilli. igs foz ſupply of ti;s 
Service, upcn ſuch Douldiers under ty ir com- 
mands as ſhouldnot repaire to their Colours at the 
: time appointed, and to doe their duties there, wyen, 
and as often as they ſhoulo be thereunto required, un- 
leſſe they be reaſonably ercuſed by there Captaine oz 
Leutenant; which Oꝛder is not onely troubieſome, 
but vegets much Rs: x betwtrt the chiele Olli⸗

cers and Souldiers, and therefoze it is not ſo fully ex⸗ 
etuted upon the Offenders as it ought to be; There- 
foꝛe it ts this day O2dered by the Loꝛds and Com- 
mons now allembled in Parltament, That foz the 
better Execution of the atozeſaid Ozder.in every 1775 
ticular b:anch therein contained, ( which eve y Caps 
taine reſpectively is hereby required to doe) every of 
the ſatd Captaines _—_— ſhali elect and appoint 
one able p:rſon to be Marchall ot his Tratned Sand, 
who thail by vertue of this Oꝛdinance repaite to ſuch 
Souldiers as tis Captatne oz Lieutenant Hall from 
time to time give him notice of, that have made bzeach 
ol the afu2(ard Oꝛder of the fourth of January, oz any 
part thereof; mhich Marchall ſo Elected, ſhall with 
a Conſtable, who ts hereby required to alliff him, and 
ſuch o:hers az he ſhall call to ayd him, tn the name of 
his Captaine, inflict aecoꝛding to the ſame O2der)the 
puniſhment of two dates Jmpztſonment upon him oꝛ 
them; 92 the Mulct of flve chillings, which he ſhall 
koꝛthwith, after the Receipt of the ſame, deliver and 
pay to his Captaine, to be imployed as by the ſame 
Oꝛder is appoynted; And foz the paines taken of eve⸗ 
ry uch Marſhall. and to encourage him tye better to 
perfozme hs Office ; It is alſo DO2dered, That eve- 
ry Captaine reſpectively hall ad ow unto him the ſaid 
Warthall, out of every five ſhill 
2efard,the ſumme of twelve-pence : And it any ſuch 
all d remille , negligent, 02 par⸗ 
the trud in him repoled ; It 
at every Captaine map at 
—4 dilmiſle hum from his piace, and Elect 
ther in yrs ſtead, which he tall conceive to be

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moꝛe faithfull to perfowne the ſame ; A!\21t is O2de- 
red by the Loꝛds, and Commons now Alembied in 
Parliament, That if any Souldier, oz Souldters, 
Liſted under any or the Captaines befoze mentioned, 
ſha:l in the time of his oz their Service, when he oz 
they ſhall be commanded to doe duty, revile, o2 give 
any ill beſeeming language to the Captaine, oz other 
Diticer belonging unto Him, oꝛ neglect to doe ſuch 
duty, as at anytime ought o2 ſhall ve impoſed upon 
him, oꝛ them, that then the Captaine 92 Lieutenant 
may upon che Eraminatton thereof , commit ſuch 
Souldier oz Souldiers as ſhall ſo offend to P.tſon, 
there to remaine 24 houres without Bayie 02 Main⸗ 
prize And tyat every Captatne refpeceively, tall be 
aved harmeleſle by the Zuthozity of both Youſes of 
Parliament, foꝛ Executing the ſeverall Oꝛders atoze- 
laid, 02 any ot them. |

* Hereas many of the Trained Bands 

and others, liſted under {- verall Co- 
lonels and Captaines , inhabitmg Within 
the Cities of London, and Weltmintter, and 
the County of Middleſex, Have neglected to 
make their appearance in Armes , to doe 
luch ſervice by day o2 night. within the Ci⸗ 
ties and Liberties afozeſaid and in the Tow⸗ 
er of London, as of them hath bin required, 
being lawfully ſummoned thereunto by the 


beat of Dꝛum, oꝛ other wiſe, fo2 the defence of 


King and Parliament, the ſafety of the Ci- 
tie and Tower of Conlon, with the adia- 
cent parts in the County of Middlelex : fo 
the refozmation of ſo great a neglect and foꝛ 
the avoyding of ſo eminent evils in thele 
dangerous tines, that might enſue there- 
upon: It is this day D2dered by the Lo2ds 
and Commons, now allembled in „ 
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that the Colonels, Captaines, and Tieute⸗ 
nants of the Trained Bands, oz others in 


the Cities of London and Weitminſter, and 


the Suburbs thereof', and the county of 
M:ddlelex, MAY inflict the puniſhment of two 
dayes iupziſonment without Baile o2 Main 
p2i-e, oꝛ the mulct of five ſhillings, foꝛ ſupply 
of the ſervice, upon ſuch Douldiers under their 
Commands, as ſhall not repaire to their co- 
lours at the time appointed, and do their duties 
there when, and as often as they ſhall be there⸗ 


unto required unlefle they be reaſonably ercu- 


ſed, and that made knowne to the Captaine o2 
other chiefe Officers, oꝛ being come to their 
colours, ſhall depart befoze they be lodged. oz 
being to find Arms foꝛ others, ſhall refuſe to 
p2ovide them, oꝛ to deliver them, when, and as 
often as they ſhall be thereunto required.

Executoꝛs, Adminiſtratoꝛs, from all lofle and incon⸗ 
ventence, by fo;feiture of Bonds, Covenants , Jn- 
franchiſement, oꝛ other wiſe ; And that after this pub⸗ 
like ſervice ended, the Maſters of ſuch Appzentices 
{hall be commanded and required to receive them as 
gatne into their ſervice, without impoung uon them 
any punich nent, loſle, oꝛ pzetutice foz their auſence 
in rhe defence of the Common wealth. And the 
Loꝛds and Commons doe further Declare, That if it 
(ball appeare, that tne Maſters of ſuch Appꝛentices 
have received any conſiderable loſſe by the abſence 


of their Appꝛentices. they will take care that reaſona- 
ble ſatistaction ſyali be made unto them out of the 
publike Stock of the Kingdome, .accozding to juſtice 
- andindifſerencie,
